CASUALTY LIS 
MUCH SMALLER 


Independence Day Celebration Cost 
Fewer Lives Than Usual— 
Deaths Reported, Eleven. 


Chicago, July 5—That the tide has 
turned definitely toward a safe and 
sane fourth of July and that the toll 
of death is shrinking rapidly as a re. 
sult is shown in the reports that are 
coming in tonight from the cities of 
the nation. The figures at midnight 
are far from comprehensive, but en- 
ough information is at hand to war- 
rant the forecast that they will be 
100 per cent. below the slaughter of 
last year and that it will not be a 
fourth of what it was five years ago. 
Last year the figures were: Tota] dead, 
56; total injured, 1,890; fire loss, $257,- 
960. 


This year, total dead, 11; tutal in- 
jured, 350; fire loss, $100,000 
Fire in New York. 

New York, July 5—From the mil- 


lion and a half dollars that New York 
today exploded out of the national 
total of $10,000,000 there came five 
deaths, 182 cases of injury and 116 
fires that cost less than $20,000, Aside 
from the cost to the city of answering 
the alarms. Pistols and firearms 
caused 83 accidents and the torpedo 
cane came in for three, 
“Oniy” 32 Injured. 


Chicago, July 5—Chicago enjoyed 
the questest fourth in its history to- 
day The police enforced the new 
ordinances against the sale and dis- 


charge of high explosives and danger- 
ous weapons and devieos in such a 
business-like manner that the number 
of injured persons was held down to 
a minimum, The most serious ace’- 
dents of the day were runaways due 
to fire crackers. One man was killed 
in that manner and another probably 
fatally injured. Of the city’s two mil- 
lion inhabitants only 32 were injured 
by bullets and fireworks. 
Safe and Sane Cleveland. 

Cleveland, Ohio, July 5—A year ago 
twelve lives were taken directly and 
indirectly by the celebration of the 
fourth of July in Cleveland. This year 
not a sinkle accident has come to the 
notice of the police or hospitals, Not a

I[t 
is the plan to have nearly five miles 
per day laid with a deuble gang at 
the work. The machinery used is of 
the very latest type, without whieh 
no such speed could be made. As 
the rails and ties are dumped into 
place by machinery, they are harness- 
ed, partly bolted, and the pioneer 
goes ahead, Behind foliews a big 
gang of apikers and the steel is 
straightened and spiked into place, 
making it perfectly safe for the pas- 
sage of trains, bat not smooth enough 
for regular traffie where any speed 
would be required. The work of bal- 
lasting is a big wontract that falls 
to another gang, or rather to a dozen 
or more gangs of men. At Kinsella 
(mileage 698) a pit of splendid bal 
last ,and apparently inexhaustible, 
has been found. Here a big steam 
shovel loaded 187 Hart convertible 
ears in one day, which was a record. 
These cars hold 30 yards each, An- 
other steam shovel hag ‘been put inte 
the same pit, and there will be an 
average of 250 cars of ballast per day 
put out unto the line until it is com- 
pleted to Edmonton, The first layers 
of ballast will probably be into Kd- 
monten not more than two weeks be- 
hind the steel, This bailast is all go- 
ing to the front. There is other work 
being dene slong the line arid steam 
shovels are working at Butze (mile 
age 629), Yonkers (mileage 611), Big- 
gar (mileage 526) and also in the 
Minijota district (mileage 178). 
Machinery Makes Work Easy. 

The handling of the ballast is all by 
machinery from the time it is damped 
into the cars by the enormous steam 
shovels until i+ is levelled and the 
track completed. A train of upwards 
of 20 Hart convertible cars is unload- 
ed in a very short time, The cars are 
arranged with a solid floor throughout. 
#0 that a lidgerwood unloader, with 
plow attached, runs through the cars 
and the ballast against the 
sides they swing out from the 
ballast drops beside the 
plows can be made to 
throw the ballast at both sides or at 
either side, as is desired. When the 
ballast is once on the track a Jordan 
spreader is put onto it and it is 
spread out as desired. For dumping 
the grave! between the rails, the Hart 

nvertible cars are opened at the bot- 
tom and the whole train moves ahead 
slowly, thus spreading the right am- 
ount uniformly. The lifting gang is 
then able to raise the track to the 
proper level and the road is ready for 
any treffic that comes its way. 

The immense number of men re- 
quired for construction work can be 
realized when it is considered that 300 
men are laying the track, 500 men fol- 
lowing and lifting the track and sur- 
facing it with ballast while another 
200 men rake up the ballast pit erew 
and the train erews to supply the bal- 
last. There are 23 train crews at the 
work and two extra crews on the 
track laying work. The crontgot these 
men will soon be completed on the 
prairie section and as soon as Kd- 
monton is reached they will continue 
their way to the west toward the
